TO THE VOTERS

Jiertow Crrizens: 


Having just returned amongst you from the discharge of my public duties 
both my inclination and duly prompt ine to lay before you, in the form of a 
Circular letter, a brief summary of the proceedings of the Congress of the 
United States at its late session, and particularly so far as it may be consid- 
ered you feel an especial inter L shall, also, state the part I have acted 
$y reterence to the various subjects which have been agitated in the National 
Councils. and [have to regret that, with all my inexperience in National polit- 
ics, | was compelled to take o part in the public deliberations, for the first 
time, at a period of great perplexity and difliculty ; for, sever in the history 
of our government, has party spirit raged with so much fury, nor the public 
councils been distracted by such angry passions, 

‘Amidst all the contentions which have taken place, I have thought it my 
duty to look steadily at what I considered the best interests of the country, 
and act accordingly. 

In discharge of the high duties which your partiality assigned me, that I 
should sometimes err was to be expected; but | hope all who know me will 
do me the justice to believe that, upon all occasions, I bave acted under the 
convictions of my own mind, and upon my best judgment. 

‘The Representatives of the new States have succeeded in procuring the 
passage of anact, curing to the actual settlers, the right of pre-emption to 
Pie hundied and sixty acres each, upon more favorable terms than any form- 
er law upon the same subject. A copy of this act I have heretofore forward- 
ed to Newspaper Editors, for publication, in the district, [need scarcely 
tell you, that (his measure was one of great solicitude with me, and that I 
used every eflort in iy power to effect it. A bill, to reduce and graduate the 
price of the public lands, was introduced into the House of Representatives. 
[did not pass; buc lam bappy 10 being able to say, that it failed by so small a 
Majority against if, that there is every reason lo hope, and I verily believe, 
ere long, it will become the law of the land. Io this opinion Lam strength- 
ened by the consideration that justice seems (o be overcoming prejudice in 
the minds of many formerly most hostile to the prosperity and growth of the 
new Slates. ‘This favorable change of opinion must increase, as, upon re- 
flection and investigation, reasonable men must be convinced that the inter- 
est of the General Government, of the new States, and of their citizens, wili 
ail be promoted by this just and liberal policy. 

Among the many and important objects of Internal Improvement, urged 
by me within my district, one hundred thousand dollars has been apprapria- 
ted for the National Road, which, added to the seventy thousand dollars of the 
Jast years’ unexpended appropriation, will furnish a eum amply sufficient to 
prosecute the work successfully during the present year. 

The improvement of the navigation of the Great Wabash river, was, with 
iis, a matter of primary importance. To further this object,and to give to 
tbe committee on Roads and Canals a justand full view of the practicability 
of this measure, f, atan early period of the session, addressed the following 
letter to the chairman of that committee: 


WasnincTon, 
January, Sist. 1834. 


Sin:—In asking the attention of the committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, on Roads and Canals, to the improvement of the navigation of 
the Great Wabash, a river of the second class in size and importance 
of Western waters, permit me to make the following suggestions. 

This river, after passing for upwards of five huadred miles through a coun- 
try of unparalleled fertility, empties into the Olio about one bundred and 
thirty miles above its junction with the Mississippi. 

The Wabash forms the boundary line between Illinois and Indiana, from 
the mouth up for about one hundred and fifty miles. Each of these states feel 
and express the most lively interest in its improvement, towards which, the 
former has appropriated Welve thousand dollars; and the latter, itis expect- 
cd, will at the preseat session of her Legislature, appropriate a sum alill lar- 
ger, she being most interested, as the whole length of this very fine river above 
where it ceases to be the dividing lite between these States, is within her 
limits. But the means of each of these States are too limited to enable 
them to make the necessary improvement, huyever much disposed to do 80; 
and, in my humble opinion, were (hey ever sO able, it is more (he duty of 
the General Goveroment thao theirs, \ 

By the contemplated union of this river with the Lakes, by means of a 
Canal, already commenced, it becomes wholly a “Nutional” object io the 
Gstrictest constiltuional” meaning of that word. Butit must not be forgot- 
ten that the United States have another, and an immediste pecuniary in- 
terest in (his improvement. Nineteen-tweentieths of the land on both sides, 
from \he source to the mouth have not yet been sold, aod I do not (nak it ex- 
travagant (osay, that the proper improvement of thisriver by the General 
Government, would increase the sales, and advance the price of the lands 
from one to five hundied per cent. The obstructions which it ts desirable 
to overcome, are neither very numerous, nor of difficult removal, and con- 
sists chieQy of bars, some rock, others sand; and of these, the formeris con- 
sidered by far the mostimportantpart- ‘The obstruction to navigation by the 
Grand Rapids, immediately above the mouth of the Patoka, is perhaps equal 
to all the test; and to remove which, either by means of a canal around the 
Rapids, or the improvement of the river, will constitute more thao half of 
the whole cost. 

For the entire practicability of improving the navigation of this river, at 
least as far up as the mouth of Eel river, and of the expense for the whole 
distance, as also each separate obstruction, you are referred to the reports of 
the U. S. Engineer, made in 1829, and of the commissioners appointed by 
Illinois and Indiana, made io 1823, which are to be found in Executive Doc- 
uments, first session, 22d Congress, Document No. 208. 

Being the Representative from the district in Illinois, bordering on the 
Wabash, and knowing the deep interest felt by my constituents for the im- 
provement of this river. will, | hope, plead my apology for earnestly asking 
the early allention of the committee to this important subject.

Tam happy to say that a bill passed both Houses appropriating twenty 
thousand dollars for the present year, towards the accemplishment of this 
most interesting and important work. This bill was retained by the Pressi- 
dent for further consideration; he stating that it had been presented to him 
at so late a period of the session, with so many others that called for imme- 
diate action, that he had not been able to give to it the full consideration 
which its importance merited; professing to have doubts whether he could 
approve the bill consistently with tbe opinions he entertained asto the pow- 
ers of the government on subjects of this description; stating at the same 
time, that his respect for the decision of the two Houses of Congress, and 
for the large body of his fellow citizens who were interested in the improve- 
ment, induced himto retain the bill for (he moment, that he might, during the 
period allowed him by the constitution for that purpose, give to it the most 
careful and deliberate consideration. I have strong hopes that he will, with- 
in the ten days, have approved the bill. If he does not, I shall greatly re- 
grevit. Itisonderstood that his objection arises from the fact that there is no 
port of entry established onthisriver. If he should reject the bill, which I 
sincerely hope will not be the case, itshall be my first business, at the next 
sessinn of Congress, to endeavor to have a port of entry established; and 
never while I remaina member of Congress, will! cease my exertions, until 
we obtain the aid of the G eneral Goveroment, in the improvement of the 
Wabash river. 

‘Two bills were introduced, accompanied with favorable reports, but nei- 
ther definitely acted upon, One for the improvement of the great post road 
from opposite Vincennes to Chicago, appropriating asection of land for ev- 


ery mile of the road. This bill wasreported in accordance with the petition of 
the citizens of the Wabash country, presented by me. The views I enter- 
tain upon this subject were expressed (0 the committee having charge of the 
subject, in the following letter, addressed to the chairman of that committee. 


Hall of the House of Representatives i 
May I, 1834. 
‘ 

Sin:—Permit me through you, to call the attention of the committee on 
the public lands to the subject of a memorial, which, sometime since, f had 
the honor to present, and have referred to that committee, from the citizens 
of several counties on the Wabash, in relation to the improvement of the 
great post route, from the bank of the Wabash river opposite Vincennes, In- 
diana, !o Chicago, Illinois, passing through the county seats of Crawford, 
Clark, Edgar, Vermilion and froquois, inthe latter State, ‘This road has 
beensurveyed, marked, and estublished by the State. Its length is about two 
hundred and thirty miles, much of \yhicb passes through very extensive un- 
settled prairies, and over various streams and bottoms of difficult’ passage, 
anda considerable part of it through extensive and growing settlements, but 
scattered and far between; and also, through some len or more flourishing 
towns and villages. 

This roadythe whole sway, runs nearly parallel with, and close to the cast- 
ern boundary of Illinois, and the settlements and towns in Iudiana, contigu- 
ous to the line, are equally numerous and flourishing, with those in [Ilinois. 
The locality and growing importance of Chicago has already inade it, and 
60 it must inevitably ever continune to be, the great northern depot for the 
whole of that section of country. 

It is there that the produce (rom amost extensive and fertile country, must 
necessarily be carried, to be shipped further North and North-east; and it is 
from there that this extensive country will, and ina goodly degree does al- 
ready commence the land carriage of the chief if not the whole of its mer- 
chandize. Hence the great importance of this road being made a good one, 
will be most readily perceived, not only for the transportation of the mail, 
but for the convenience of trade. And it ought not to be forgotten, or slight- 
ly passed over; that at least nine-tenths of the land on, and adjacent to the 
road yet belongstothe Government. In consequence of the very extensive 
prairies and the newness and sparseness of the settlements it is wholly out of 
the power of the inhabitants so to improve the road as to make it even reason- 
ably passable for the great objects as above stated. 

In conclusion, I beg you to make a careful examination of the memorial it 
self, as fully explaining the views of those best acquainted with the subject, 
and whose prayer [consider as not only reasonable, but just; and do most 
earnestly hope the subject will receive a favorable consideration from the 
committee, and that a liberal appropriation in land will be made for an ob- 
ject so desirable, as | know this one to be.

Mhe other was the bill appropriating ninety thousahd dollars to improve 
the great thoroughfare from Louisville to St. Louis. On account of the dis- 
tracted state of (he national councils, growing out of the controve be- 
(ween the president and the bank of the United States, it was imp ssible to 
procure the final action of Congress upon these and various other important 
subjects; but it is confidently hoped, that a favorable decision may be ob- 
tained upon them at the next session of Congress. 

A law was passed appropriating thirty-two thousand ¢ t hundred and 
one dollars to continue the construction of the harbor at Chicago, and also a 
law establishing two new land oflices in the state, One of which will be lo- 
cated at Chicago, and will be put into operation as goon as the state of the 
surveys will authorise a sale of the Public Lands. 

‘A law was passed appropriating Fifty thousand dollars to continue the im- 
provement of the Ohio and Mississippi rivers. 

A law was passed providing compensation for horses and other prop- 
erty lost by our cilizens in the campaigns of 1831 and 32, against the hostile 
Indians, on the North Western frontier. ‘This law, it is hoped, will enable 
all who have just claims on (he government (o receive compensation for their 
locaee in defence of thet country: 2 

These were the principle subjects before Congress at its late session in 
which the people of this district had an immediate and direct interest, and 
all of them received my humble but ardent support 

‘The great and absorbing topic ofthe session has been the Bank of the U- 
nited States. ‘This is a deep and ittricate subject, and one upon which the 
wisest and most experienced politicans widely differ. For myself, | endeav- 
ored to survey the whole matter aoly and calmly, and wis compelled to 
come to the conclusion, that it wasiegither more nor less, than a contest be- 
tween moneyed power, and the rghts and liberties of the people; and en- 
tertaining this opinion, [ took a firn and decided stand with the Administra- 
tion, and against the Bank, as to th: removal of the deposites and the allempt 
to restore them to the Bank of the J. S. [considered all the clamor raised 
on these subjects as a mere device 9 aid aspirants for political power in im 
posing upon the community, and th by promoting their own party views. 
I listened attentively to much that v7 said in the public and. private discu 
sions upon these subjects, and never heard one seusible reason given in fa- 
vor of arestoration of the deposits; unless it was to be followed up witha 
recharter of the United States Bark. Still many insisted upon a restoration, 
although it was apparent, and, indfd, admitted by almost every one, that a 
recharter of the Bank was entirely impracticable. 

Notwithstanding I have deemedit my duty to oppose the recharter of the 
present Bank of the U, States, yelbelieving that a National currency is ne- 
cessary for the convenience of thezovernment and the people, I have been 
at all times, and shall continue tobe prepared to give all the aid, in my 
power to the establishment of an intitution thatshall give a sound & uniform 
currency to every part of the ciuntry, and shall, at the same time be re- 
stricted within its banking privile, debarred from throwing itself into the 
political arena, or participating jpthe general politics of the nation. 

The session hasbeen characteried by an unusual, and perhaps! might add, 
a mischievous speech-making spiit, and a display of a ravcour of feeling, 
which might endanger the stability of our (ree, republican instilutions, were 
it not that there is safety in the itelligence and virtue of the people. While 
Thope my political conduct willilways be marked by decision and deter- 
mination; yet | hope never to be:o led away by party zeal, as to forget the 
true interests of my country, or be wishes of those who have honored me 
with their confidence. 

In conclusion. I will only remark, that my public duties have detained me 
so long from the district, that it will be out of my power to see many of you 
in person, provious tothe approaching election. ‘This Iregret, but could not 
reconcile it to my sense of duty, i leave my seat in Congress before the tinal 
adjournment of that body. q 


Should you bonor me witha re-election, rest assured, I will, with all the 
ability I possess, carefully watch over your interests and contribute whatever 
may be in my power to preserve your rights, and perpetuate that happy, 
Government and Union under which we live.
